The loss is serious in that the local 
plant was the largest inls..cution cf 
its kind in the West, from whieh all 
the Western cities, including Vancou- 

er and Victoria and the coast cities 
deaw largely for their meat supply, 
and butchering inthe open may have 
to be resorted to in order to pravent 
a meat famine, The storage plant 
plant contained from, 15,000 to’ 20,- 


000 carcasses.’ 


The fire was discovered about 12.- 
30 o’clock Sunday morning. The who- 
le of the basement was in flames, and 
che packing plant, department, = #ug- 
mented by all of the city fire depart- 
ment, were unable to make any head- 
way against the f:lames. This was 
due ina measure tothe low Water 
pressure and also to the ammonia fu- 
mes ‘in the ‘basement, which were, so 
strong that the men could not endure 
them. xi 


Repeatedly the firomen entered the 
basement, only to be driven back by 
the overrowering ammonig fumes. In 
a short time. the fire had gotten to 
the greasc-soaked iloors of the upper 
storeys, and when this occurred the 
water had no effect whatever. Sev- 
eral of the ‘firemen had. narrow esca- 
£e3 from exploding ammonia tanks, 
but mo one was seriously injurid. 
The fire raged furiously all day and 
tonight little remains of thfe magni- 
ficent plant but charred ruins. 


The Burns plant was a local ‘institu- 
tion with ahistory. It has its start 
when P. Burns, then a very. young 
wan, came to Calgary, about twen- 
ty years ago. It.is related that hs 
tole capital was one lonebeef steer.

‘A potato grows by the 
addition of new layers of tissue 
slightly below the #.in.) The cella co n- 
posing this tissie. ate at first email 
but. rapidly expand to thoir full size, 
and in so doing set up o state of ten 
sion. The layers of cells toward the 
outside, being young, are capable of 
dividing gtd expatding in a similar 
way, so that an external cracking or 
splitting is avoided. | It is different, 
however, with the tissue in the inter- 
ior. This is conmposed of mature cells 
no longer in a state .a-growth, and 
ifrhe tension becomes too great, a 
tearing or rupture of the tigsue will 
result, followed by degeneration, and 
the formation ‘of a cavity. |

MOVE OJT OF DANGER. 


The “Mountain Pass Village, \/hich 
“Suffered Disaster In April, 1903, 
Has Had an Adventurous: Fistory. 
Since It Was Founded. Twelve: 
Years Ago and Now a’ New, Town- 
site Will B; Provided. — ’ 


In one of those deep narrow valleys 
characteristic of the passes which run 
through the Rocky Mountains, the 
town of Frank is situated: On both 
sides of it there are large mountains. 
To the northwest stands Goat or Bluff 
Mountain, which runs in a southwest- 
etl: direction; while to the southwest 
lies the famous ‘Turtle Mountain, 
which runs towards. the northwest. 
The two mountains are separated only 
by the narrow pass at the western 
end of the town, and in the angle 
caused by them, the town of Frank is 
built. 

The story of thé town begins about 
the. year 1900, when the hills in the 
neighborhood attracted numbers of 
prospectors, who searched them care- 
fully for indications of coal and min- 
erals.” About a year later FH. .L. Frank 
arrived and started what is known to- 
day as the Canadian Coal Consolidat- 
ed Co., Limited. This organization has 
spent a great deal of money in the 
work of prospecting and development, 
and to-day. possesses one of the best- 
equipped mines in the Pass. 

The new town thus started progress- 
ed very rapidly. It was organized the 
same year as Mr. Frank arrived, and 
occupied the site on which the busi- 
ness part of the town now stands as 
well as considerable ground to the 
east of it. People came in in consid- 
erable numbers, and in one year the 
population of the town grew. to over 
eight hundred people. [frank had the 
prospect of becoming the business 
‘centre of the Pass. 

One morning the people of the town 
was awakened by ao tremendous crash, 
and discovered that half the town had 
been destroyed by a great mass of 
lime-stone. When they went to bed 
the night before this rock had been 
resting three thousand feet up on the 
top of Turtle Mountain. But on the 
morning of the 29th of April, 1903, at 
about 4 o’clock, this peak, which had 
overhung: the valley for so long, slid 
or toppled off and came down with a 
crash which was felt’ at MacLeod, 
thirty miles away. The rock-slide 
covers nearly two square miles of 
ground, and many. of the great bould- 
ers ure as large as tenement houses. 
It did not run down the side of the 
mountain, but looks as though it had 
leaped: into the air and never touched 
until it hit the ground, reaching right 
across, the valley, which it covered 
with lime-stone from forty to: two hua- 
dred feet deep. The loss of life has 
never been fully known, but it is esti- 
mated that about ninety people were 
killed. There have been greater disas- 
ters, but few that have been marked 
by a monument so lasting. -It is like- 
ly that in ages to come the lime-stone 
will still cumber the valley, and will

aster. 

There are many stories told of hero- 
ism shown in those appalling cireum- 
stances. There was a switch-gang en- 
gineer for instance, who was near the 
old mine mouth pulling out cars when 
the crash came. He got away safely 


| but he waited to disconnect his en- 


gine from the cars before he went. 


\.Still more striking was the courage 


shown by a-couple of young men. A 
freight train conductor called for a 
volunteer to cross the slide. and sig- 
nol to a passenger train, which was 
expected ‘at any moment and which 
might rush into the’ great mass of 
rock. His.call was answered by two 
men from his own train, who climbed 
over the masses of, rock for over 4 
mile in the darkness and through an 
atmosphere full of choking dust. They 
could not sce and they could. hardly 
breathe, but they kept on and arrived 
in time to flag the. train. 

The C.P.R. whicli runs through the 
valley made great efforts after the dis- 
aster to level the rock and get its line 
across. This was done.in a few weeks. 
For five months the town was abso- 
lutely dead, as a new opening had to 
be made to the mine, the present shaft 
had to be sunk, and other prepara- 
tions had to be made before the work 
of the community could be resumed. 
But once a start was made the town 
grew very rapidly and now has about 
twelve hundred people in it. rank, 
to-day, has as fine a lot of miners as 
any mining camp in Canada. They 
are good workmen and nearly all own 
their own*homes, but owing to a long 
strike which lasted for eight months 
last year, they are not now in a posi- 
tion ‘financially, to make the move 
which ‘has been ordered. 

The decision to move the town of 
Frank came as a result of the report 
by Prof. Brock in 1910 on the condi- 
tion of Turtle Mountain. This report 
pointed out the serious danger of fur- 
ther rock-slides from this mountain, 
and when it appeared it immediately 


| became clear that the town of Frank 


could not be allowed to continue in 
its present position. 

The coal company has already had 
a new town site surveyed to the west 
of the present one, and outside the 
danger zone. It is said that they will 
exchange lots in the new townsite for 
those held in the old position. It only 
remains to raise money for the mov- 
ing. Strong efforts are being made to 
get assistance from both the Iederal 
and the Provincial Governments to 
enable the little mining town to start 
afresh in its new position, | Hopes 
are entertained that this will be only 
a matter of a short time, and that 
Frank will soon again take its place 
as the business centre of the Pass. 
—Toronto Saturday Night.
